AS AN ABSOLUTE MONARCHY

Petrograd. Russia, March 16, via London, England, March 17.— 


Emperor Nicholas abdicated at midnight last night on behalf of him- 
self and the heir apparent, Grand Duke Alexis, in favor of' Grand 
Duke Michael Alexanclrovitch. 


At 2:30 o'clock this afternoon Grand Duke Michael himself ab- 


dicated, thus bringing the Romanoff dynasty to an end. 


The government, pending a mecling of the constitutional assem- 


bly, is vested in the executive committee of the duma and the newly 
ciiosen council of ministers. A rrfanifesto to this effect was issued by 
the duma committee today and it will be telegraphed to the general 
army headquarters this evening.

Why do not passengar automobiles 


vie the four wheel drive? 


The purpose of the four -wheel drive 


ti to secure traction at both the front 
lad rear ends of the car.

it Is going to call for somewhat more 
jomplicated mechanism than the two 
»heel drive, -where traction Is only 
jecured at the rear. Since in the pas- 
teBger automobile It is desired to keep 
$e vehicle as light as possible, the

>sed, -while for heavy trucking vrork, 
^specially In difficult couutry, it might 
M very desirable.

Five cents' worth of epsom salts dis- 


solved in a teacup full of water pro- 
vides the most efficient headlight dim- 
mer for automobiles so far proposed. 
The solution is used on the inside of 
the headlight glass, where it is allow- 
ed to evaporate. The result ii n beau- 
tifully frosted lens, the frosting on 
which lasts for several months. 


Will running with retarded spark 


make the water boil in the radiator of 
a car? 
* 


Operating a motor with retarded 


spark will cause overheating by retard- 
ing and prolonging the combustion of 
the charge throughout the power or ex- 
pansion stroke. Thus the cylinder walls 
are exposed to the action of_ the burn- 


ing gases dmlng the wnole of the 
stroke instead of only during tlie time 
the- piston Is In the region of upper 
dead center, as is the case when the 
spark is properly set. If tho spark is 
advanced to the polut of most efficient 
operation the spark will occur some- 
time before dead center and maximum 
pressure will be reached and the com- 
bustion nearly completed Just after 
dead center has been passed. During 
this time, since the piston is near the 
top of the stroke, the amount of sur- 
face exposed to tho exhaust gases is a 
minimum and. furthermore, at this 
point in the stroke the compression is 
at its height, and combustion takes 
place with greatest rapidity. Contrast 
these conditions witii what happens 
when the spark 1« greatly retarded. 
Let us assume that ignition occurs 
when the piston has half completed it? 
stroke. At this point the compression 
is lower and combustion Is therefore 
slower and will piobably not be com 
pleted until after the exhaust opens 
The hot gases ere in contact with near- 
ly tho whole of the cylinder wall sur- 
face for practically one-half revolution 


But this is not all. When the spark 


Is retarded, as in the Instance just 
mentioned, the motor does not develop 
full power, therefore for a given load 
on the motor the throttle must be 
opened wider, and more gasoline anil 
air must be supplied. Tne extra heat 
generated by the combustion of the 
increased amount of fuel thus adds its 
share to the already overheated motor 


What do you suggest putting on a 


copper cylinder head gasket to prevent 
it from leaking? 


Heavy steam engine oil, thin white 


lead or shellac ore tho three substances 
best suited for a setting for ropper 
cylinder head gaskets and arc '•o be 
recommended in the order given. The 
oil and white lead, although prevent- 
ing leakage, do not stick the gasket tc 
the head EO that it -will be injarvd in 
removing.

This force !«; created in 


tho transmission system by the appli- 
cation, of brakes or of motor power, 
and to counteract it the rear axle-must 
be fastened in some way to the framn 
of the car. 


A torque tube Is a housing1 for tho 


drive shaft, which. Is supported one 
end rigidly to the nxle and the other 
end to the fiamo ia such n manner 
that the torsionnl force of the rear axle 
is checked—that is, tho tendency of 
the rear axle to rotate in the direction 
of wheel rotation Is done away with. 


Torsion rods are steel bars or shafts 


extending from the rear axle, gener- 
ally at points directly Inside of the 
wheel hubs and reaching to a single 
point on the fiame on tho center cross 
member or to the side bars of the 
frame. 


Will you please tell me why all four 


cylinder engine crank shafts are made 
so that when Nos. 1 and 4 pistons are on 
the up stroke NOE. 2 and 3 pistons are 
on the down stroke? Would it not give 
a better center balance to the crank 
shaft if when No. 1 !s on the up stroke 
p4o. 4 would be on the down stroke and 
No. 3 on the up stroko? 
I know that 


No. 1 and No. 2 pistons balance one an- 
other, so do 3 and 4. but Nos. 1 and 2 
do not balance Nos. 3 and 4 on the cen- 
ter bearing, causing the crank shaft to 
whip at the center bearing. I hava no 
doubt but that the engineers have good 
reason for making the crank shaft the 
way they do, but I would hka very 
much to know what the reason is. 


The reason for it is exactly as you 


describe. It Is undoubtedly the best 
design to give balance. If >'o. 4 were 
on the down stroke with No. 1 on the 
up stroke tho motor would bo out of 
balance from end to end, and this is 
compensated by having- tho outside 
and inside piston0 woik together. 
Whip is taken care of by proper crank 
shaft balancing- or by use of: a center 
bearing.
